under any human Conſtitution: And'to'all 
this,, We are under a Government fo caſte 
and gentle, that we have nothing to'object, 
unleſs 1t be that it-1s ſo vety benign} rhat 
it encourages ſome evil-Natur'd Meh, to 
preſume and to contemn it. 

Ir is true, notwithſtanding all this, that
